TEE POLITICAL CARCASE. 

The Standard continues to throw iniul 
:>t the larije majority of the members of 
tho legislature for expressing the opinion 
that iu the interest of the country tho 
Houiu should he culled together at once. 
Their patriotic action has boen denounced 
by tha organ in shameful terms aa "im- 
pertinent" and "presumptuous" and the 
members themselves on "robbera." Tho 
Standard is evidently alarmed at tho ilis- 
untrous effect of tho inevitable change, of 
government upon its fortune. Dupeu- 
Jent upon government monies for its es- 
sence, havintf only a paltry circulation 
—about that of the Government Ga-.ette— 
it knows that the lo3s of the government 
advertising of §3000 por annum me.-uia 
it* annihilation. It theroforu roundly 
abuses thuae who, exercising their un- 
doubted right to be heard, have ex- 
pressed their opinion that tho legislature 
should meet ao that they can employ the 
powers imtruwtcd to them by the people 
in advancing .the welfare of British Co- 
lumbia by forming a proper government. 
It was evident that tho present dummy 
ministry was nervously anxious to put oft" 
us long as possible the meeting of the 
house, as its continued existence was de- 
pendent upon its persistent evasion of the 
will of the electors as unmistakeably ex- 
pressed at the polls. Mr. Boa von through 
his organ has said that he and the Walkout 
government of which ha was a member 
always called the legislature together at 
the usual time, and that he would have 
done so again without the pressure exer- 
cised recently by a majority of tho mem- 
bers. ThiH "statement of what ho has 
done and wh.-U he intended to do will not 
bear scrutiny. In 1880, owing to the 
neglect of the government to have its 
bills ready, the house v,-na not called to- 
gether until tho 5th April. So great was 
the dissatisfaction with the goverr .lent 
for its ineacuaable delay and negligence 
that the members unanimously voted fclie 
following resolution: "In tiio opinion 
of this House the regular annual session 
of the legislature should bo hold on tho 
third Monday of January." Notwith- 
standing that this resolution stood on tho 
Journals of Houso for tho direction of the 
government the following session, that of 
1881, was not called until the fourth 
Monday in January, and last session that 
of this year, act until tho fourth Thunday 
in February. Yet in tho facts of facta 
such as these the government and its 
organ consider tho action of tho majority 
of the members of the new house as " im- 
pertinent," "presumptuous" and unneces- 
sary. Putting on ono side tho fact that 
Mr. Beavon in past sessions has proved 
that heia not to be trusted in calling the 
leeialatuju together at the constitutional 
time tho political position of this pro- 
vince is such that tho " round- 
robin" which practically is a notice 
to quit was urgently called for. 
The last session of tho legislature com- 
pleted the term of our last representa- 
tives. Sinco then great changes have 
taken place. Tho premier, Mr. Walkem, 
sold out of provincial politics for a Dom- 
inion judgship. On his recommendation 
Mr. Beaven, his colleague, attempted to 
form a provisional ministry. Messrs, 
Brake and Davio both declined to asso- 
ciate ' themselves with Mr. Beaven, and 
Mr. Hett was taken as a sort of " Hob- 
son'3 choice." Tho new ministry, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Beaven, Humphreys 
and Hett, then posed before the country, 
snd with neitlier Mr. Humphreys nor 
Mr. Hett were the electors satisfied. Both 
failed to secure seats, and whilst Mr. 
Humphreys, an old member of the house 
reoognized his defeat and resigned his 
portfolio, Mr Hett, although uover a 
member, and without a constituency, and 
without a prospect of obtaining ono, with 
a charming unconsciousness of his true 
position or duty, holds on to office as if 
he were the chosen of the people. Such 
a thing was never before seen in British 
Columbia and requires an early explan- 
ation. It may be that Mr. Beaven be- 
sought him with tears not to " leave him 
alone in his glory," and that he sacrificed 
his self renpoot out of sympathy for his 
mial&adwt. Willi regard iu Mr. Arm- 
strong, tho successor of Mr. Humphreys, 
but little to hi3 credit can be said. Elect- 
od at the general i-lection in opposition to 
tho Beaven ministry, he abandoned prin- 
ciple for the sake of office; and although 
it is true a majority of the people of Now 
Westminster have excused his course on 
the ground of his distinguished ignorance 
— that as he knew nothing lie did not, 
know any better — the country generally 
■ccr»dCiTtr»s Iviuv.Vn political luutpau. i hu 
Be&viu gov emuiciii is " but the 
fragmentary carcase of the Walkem 
government patched up ». ith the 
miserable material above mentioned. 
Deprived of its head, Wnlketn, 
and its tail, Humphreys, it is without 
tho organs of thought and motion. Prac- 
tically it is already dead and only awaits 
burial. Tho sooner the house meets the 
sooner will it be decently interred out of 
sight and memory. That such iB thu will 
of tho people was unmistakably declared 
at the general election when of Urn four- 
teen members who supported the Walk- 
em government in the dead house eleven 
ran for re-election, seven of whom were 
rejected. Uf the four returned one can- 
not be said to express public opinion as 
Mr.Galbraith'a family represents, outside ol 
Chinese and Indians, about all tho popu- 
lation there ip in Kootenay. The Stand- 
aid still states that the Beaven ministry 
will have a majority. It is not long ago 
it gulled its few readers with the assertion 
that Hon. Amor De Cosmos would head 
the poll, and still later it declared that 
Mr. Humphreys had been returned, al- 
though at the time he was simply nowhere 
iu the Yale contest. We remind the 
Standard that facts are stubborn things, 
and lying will not eavo Messrs. Beaven, 
Armstrong and Hett, for they will pasH 
over to-tho "great, majority" as soon iaa 
tho house meets. " 



oujoy in some sort the welcome and festi- 
vities that close the year. Even the 
poorest and most hopeless expect some- 
thing from the bountiful hand of Christ- 
mas !

Tho Canadian Pacific, our hope for 
speedy intercourse withtheoulorworld, is 
making swift progress and even the Island 
railway question is no longer one of 
anxiety, as it 'is felt that it may bo safely 
left as one of the commercial necessities 
of the near future. The great event of 
the year has been tho royal visit which, 
apart from tho pleasant nature of the oc- 
casiou', promises to be fraught with the 
greatest benefits to the province in th» 
future, fn.ni the efforts of the governor 
general to make its capabilities known 
and the attention which has already been 
attracted towards it. With a new and 
enterprising local government, however, 
ushered iu with the New Year, with the 
railway lands thrown open to sottlers, the 
dry dock placed on a proper footing, and 
thu affairs of the province generally over- 
hauled and put into good shape, with a 
growing spirit of enterprise, the intro- 
duction of foreign capital and an increas- 
ing population, it is impossible to foresee 
what even another year may bring forth; 
and therefore with the brightost antici 
patiolis of coming events, wo wish all our 
readers a Merry Christinas and a Happy 
New Year. 



Tilt: DRY DOCK. 

The organ felicitates the country upon 
the progress the dry lock is making under 
the day work system. A few weeks ago 
the same papor congratulated the public 
upon the magnificent success of the con- 
tract system, as applied tu tho Cariboo 
wagon road. Here, then, is an organ th.it 
plays two lively tunes at once. It would 
he s valuable addition to a choir loft 
whero it could breathe tho dead inarch 
through one set of pipes and "Ye dully 
Dogs" through another. The fact, how- 
ever, is that neither system has proved 
successful in the hands of the government. 
Tho wagon road is in a state of unrepair 
that renders il impassable, and tho dry- 
dock is absorbing daily about §500 of tho 
people's money for labor alone, to little 
or no purpose. The amount of work 
done at tho dock is comparatively una 11 
Not a single brick has been laid since the 
government took charge. The concrete 
is costing double the contract prico to lay, 
and the excavation is going on at the rate 
of one man in tho shaft to ten on the 
handles of tho windlass. Persons who 
have visited the docks are surprised at 
two things: The youth of many of tho 
"men," who are drawing full pay, anil thu 
number of men it requires to do one man's 
work. The management, with few ex- 
ceptions, is piece and parcel of the gov- 
ernment — weak, inefficient, extravagant 
and indolent. The members of the houso 
did a wise thing when they insisted upon 
an early session; The humbugs cannot 
be brought to book a moment to soon.

Dl-hlin, Dee. 20,— Michnul Flynn, 
tho last of the throe men arraigned for 
the murder of the Huddya at Lough 
Mask, has been convicted and Hen- 
tenced tobn hanged January 17th.

London, Dec. 21. — On the news 
reaching the Prince of "Wales that 
Gambetta had relapsed, lie telegraphed 
enquiring the real condition of the suf- 
ferer.

Gambettu's wound was thoroughly 
healed and a careful examination aat- 
isGed the physicians that the condition 
of. their patient was satisfactory.

Her Royal Highness sud His Excellen- 
cy embarked on the 10th with a royal sa- 
lute and manned yards; and m the noble 
corvette steamed rapidly out of tho har- 
bor all tho American batteries — seven in 
number — thundered forth a royal salute, 
by order of General McDowell, the com- 
mander-in-chief, who had, with his charm- 
ing family shown the greatest attention 
to the royal party during their stay in 
Sau Francisco. Tho glorious sea is no 
respecter of persons, and soon aftorvvurds 
a decided pitch sent most of the noble 
passengers to their bods. Her lloyal 
Highness is a great sufferer; but she says 
" thore is otily one remedy, and that in to 
stay at homo and then 1 should m':e uoth- 
'"K>" 

The greatest exoitemont prevailed on 
tho 19th at Victoria, where the prepara- 
tions wore quito complete and tho day 
was dull, but at 6 p.m., the lighthouse 
keeper at Race Rocks signalled the cor- 
vette, and steamers came out crowded 
with 'oys! hearts; a.nd the American rov- 
enue vessel Oliver Wolcott gave a royal 
salute. Detained off Capo Flattery by 
fog, the corvotto was rather lato in get- 
ting in; buf by ? p.m. she was safely 
anchored iu the lovely harbor of Esqui- 
malt , and so tho good people of Victoria 
had ample time to complete their arrange- 
ments. All tho party enjoyed the run up 
tho straits; the fog cleared away and tho 
netting nun lit up mount Baker and tho 
distant ranges in the most lovely manner. 
Her Royal Highness, who in a keen lover 
of beautiful scenory, was charmed and 
frequently expressed her admiration. 
Soon aftor arriving tho lieutenant-gov- 
ernor sad »everwl cdteiaU treat -ok board, 
whon the necessary arrangements were 
made for tho landing and reception next 
day. All tho party came to dinner and 
enjoyed it much after their seasicknosH, 
and they remained on deck until mid- 
night enjoying the beauty of the scene. 

Tho following day was " as one of tho 
days of heaven upon earth." Her Royal 
Highness was ready to the moment. 
Yards were manned as she came on dock, 
and as she and her noble husband left the 
ship in the Comus galley steered by Capt. 
Eust, the guns afloat and ashore firod a 
salute; H. M. S. Kingfisher also manning 
yards; 

At the dock yard their Excellencies 
woro received by tho lieutenant-governor 
and all the officials of the govern- 
ment, the Mayor of Victoria, the 
bishops of Columbia and New Cale- 
donia, etc. A large number ot ladies also 
hud assembled, anil amongst thorn many 
charming specimens of female beauty, 
tastefully dressed. An address was read 
and many presentations made, Her Royal 
Highness shaking hands with oaoh porson 
in the most gracious manner. Their Ex- 
cellencies thon entered their carriage, a 
procession formed, and escorted by a num- 
ber of gontlomeu mi horseback, started 
for Government House, Victoria, a dis- 
tance of four and a-half miles. Nearly 
the whole distance v.-ay ornamented 
with triumphal arches, tlags, and 
various devices of welcome. Tho 
Tho whole population had turned out in 
holiday attire, displaying tho groatost loy- 
alty and enthusiasm. Various addresses 
were read and at lost Government House 
was reached. Uoro a company of artil- 
lery formed a guard of honor under Capt. 
Dupont, acting D. A. G. Mrs. Cornwall, 
the governor's wife attended by six of the 
loveliest maidens in British Columbia, re- 
ceived H. R. H. at the house and con 
ductod her over it. H. R. H. and her 
husband expressed themselves as most 
delighted with the reception given them. 
The party were then loft to themselves, 
the royal standard for the first time floated 
proudly over Government House, and the 
crowds retired to enjoy themselves at Hu- 
morous hospitable tables and drink the 
health of tho charming Princess who was 
now living amongst thorn. 
. e,-li-H. » rather above the average 
height of women, has a magnificent bust 
and figure. She draws and paints beau- 
tifully and takes admirable likenesses. 
She is never for one tnomont idle. She 
spunks with a Blight foreign accent, sings 
sweetly and is mo3t considerate towards 
all her household and anxious not to give 
trouble. Quite independent of the help 
of servants, she frequently rooh without 
any maid and does everything for hor- 
self. 

On the 25th H. R. H. and H. E. hold an 
evening reception at the Parliament build- 
ings at which everyone was allowed to be 
present. Everything went off extremely 
well and H. R. H. expressed herself much 
pleased with the appearance of the peo- 
ple and the drenses of tho ladios and said 
she felt as though she was in England 
more than she had done since she left. 
The following day a garden party was 
given at Government House, to which 
everyone was asked. The day was lovely 
and aftor everyone ln;d passed H. R. H. 
and shaken hands with her, which she most 
condescendingly did, dancing began in the 
ballroom, U. R. H. watching the dancers 
with much interest. 

A series of amall dinner parties were 
given and on tho 28th of September the 
party again embarked in tho Comus for 
the Eraser river. As the Comua could 
not go uj) without risk, tho party em- 
barked on board a merchant steamer which 
hoisted the royal standard and took the 

fiarty to New Westminster where they 
anded aoudst the cheers of thousands of 
British Columbians and 3000 Indiana who 
had come many hundred miles to welcome 
tho daughters of their Queen. Thousual 
addresses wore read and tho party pro- 
ceeded to IJiahop Sillitoe'a, where they 
lunched, and after resting during the af- 



pleaaad, Bishop and Mrs. Sillitoo enter- 
tained H. R. H., H. E. and the ladio3 in 
waiting at dinner. The rest of the staff 
being dined by Mr. Fisher of the B. C. 
Bank. Tho next morning H. E. and H. 
R. H. recoivet'. a deputation of Indian 
chiefs who spoke nicely of the benoQts 
they had received from being under 
British rule. One of the chiefs presented 
the Princess with stiver bracelets end 
some basket-work, which she received in 
the kiudeit mmnsr and said she would 



tell tho Queen how pleased she had been 
with what she had seen of the Indians. 
Tho party then drove through tho forest 
by a new road to Port Moody, where the 
UK Cnrmts-had, ; in the "mean time, arrived. 
This is tho mainland terminus of tho 
great Canadian railway which is to bo fin- 
ished in 1886, and whose completion is 
looked furward to with much anxioty by 
the British Columbians. When this lino 
is opened the distance botwoen Japan and 
Europe will bo reduced by one thousand 
miles. After inspecting the works H. E. 
tho governor-general bade farewell to H. 
R. fl. and, with his secretary, Col. D« 
WintoH, started for :t three-week's trip up 
Eraser river to tho interior of British Co- 
lumbia. U. R. H. the same evening 
landed iu the virgin tine forest and with 
hor ladies in waiting enjoyod with child- 
like pleasure a gamo of see-saw on a 
plank placed over a fallen tree. The 
Comus took the party back tho following 
d«y- (Sunday) to Esquimalt, Her Royal 
Highness and suite attending divino ser- 
vice on deck. 

The whole of Octobor and November 
was spent at Government House, the 
quiet and position of which were much 
onjoyed. Hor Royal Highness made tho 
acquaintance of nearly all tho peoplo and 
made hersolf universally beloved by her 
winning and gracious manner, especially 
with children. His Excellency tho Mar- 
quis returned from tho intorior on the 
21st Octobor aud then visited all tho 
various manufactures and industries in 
Victoria, frequently accompanied by his 
royal wife. Sho might bo sceu nearly 
every evening in tho town walking and 
shopping and many amusing little inci- 
dents happened on those occasions when 
it was not known who she was. To the 
credit of tho Victorians, she was nevor 
mobbed or followed. This disposition to 
avoid giving hor any annoyance was fully 
appreciated by H. R. H. 

A ball and concort was given in hor 
honor to both of which sho came; but ou 
the condition that uo extra expense would 
be gone to. She occasionally rode on 
horsoback and attended the moots of tho 
paper races and sometimes joinod her no- 
ble husband in his fishing and shooting 
excursions. Her last appearance in pub- 
lic was whon sho most graciously hon- 
ored the captains and officers of H. M, 
S. Comus at an entertainment given in 
the sail-loft of the dry dock whon sho 
danced several times. 

Tho 6th Decembor was at last fixed as 
the departure day and to save Her Royal 
Highness ono day of suffering it was de- 
cided tho Comus should tuko them to tho 
head of Puget Sound whence they would 
go hy rail to Columbia river and by a 
coastingsteamer to San Francisoo, In con- 
sequence, however, of dense fogs in that 
liver and the detention of the stoaraer 
they iutondod to have gone by it was de- 
termined at the last moment to go all the 
way by Bca in tho Comus. Her Royal 
Highness and His Excolloncy greatly re- 
gretted the disappointment that was thus 
given to tho American people who woro 
prepared to receive them with the utmost 
enthusiasm and had gone to a grett deal 
of expense and trouble. Still at the same 
time many felt that it would not have 
been the right thing for Her Royal High- 
ness to enter San Francisco harbor in a 
crowded merchant steamor when a man- 
of-war had been Gtted and dotailod for the 
duty. 

A numhor of ladies and gentlemen as- 
ocmblcd at the dry dock in tho forenoon 
of the 7th December and aftor shaking 
hands with nearly every one present and 
saying a few kind words of farewell, the 
royal party embarked amidat tho hearty 
cheers of the spectators, the Comus aalut- 
ing and manning yards at 3 o'clock. Tho 
Comua passed close to tho battery on 
Macaulay Point aud as the last gun of 
the Royal Saluto was fired sho hoisted tho 
farewell signal at the rcqr.^at of His Ex- 
cellency, and then boro up for San Frau- 
cieco whore sho arrived on Sunday morn- 
ing aftor a splendid run of C8 hours and 
only going at moderate speed as the vi- 
bration of the screw at full speed caused 
much pain to H. R. II. 

Tho American batteries saluted the 
Royal Standard on tho Comus entering 
the harbor and tho royal party landed at 
one o'clock under tho usual honors and 
proceeded, to the Palaco Hotel. After 
spending a few days in tho city they left 
for Monterey where they will spend a few 
days and than go by oasy stag03 on the 
Southern Pacific Railway to a port on 
the eaRt coast where H. M.S. Northamp- 
ton will probably embark Her Royal 
Highness and convey her to Bermuda for 
the winter months, aftor which alio will 
rejoin His Excellency at Ottawa. 

Thus ended this irinst auspicious visit 
and doubtless it will bo productive nf 
much good to Vancouvor Island and Brit- 
ish Columbiagenerally. On wishingafriond 
of the writer of this article goodbye at San 
Francisco Her Royal Highness desired 
hor kind remembrances to all the gond 
people of Victoria. By numerous little 
acts of thoughtful kindness, by an invari- 
able graciousnoss of tuannor added to her 
exalted puaition she won all hearts in thi3 
colony in ao doing has added to that loyal 
feolitlg to the Imperial government of 
Hor Majesty another powerful link. 

His Excellency the Governor General 
must have won the love ol every one' 
whom he came across by his aingularily 
aweot expression and courteous manner. 
Sound common sense, an absence of all 
blarney, added toaaincere desire to under- 
stand the groat wants of tho country will 
make him long remembered with estccvn 
and admiration. As long as women like 
Her Royal Highnoas represent tho Eng- 
lish Crown, and such men as Lord Lome 
reprosont tho English nobility, bo long 
will thoso groat institutions remain firmly 
fixed in tho hearts of the British pooplo. 

Royal and noblo visitors farewell ! 
May every blessing, both temporal and 
spiritual, be yours in the present and in 
the future !
